But if che Caicularion of the proportions i the Paper, which was for Mirchocolate, and to be fold 
at Two Tence the Dilh; or it one third part of Chocolate be allow'd more to the ſame proportion of Lt- 
quor to make it with Water, and ſold ac Three Pence the Dith, there would appear ſome Profic to the 
Retailer, which ought to be more believ'd than their Calculation, which produceth Loſs. 

For Cocao-Nut, they make no Objeftions; fo it's taken for Granted, that may pay One Shilling per Pound. 

So it plainly appears, by their own acknowledgment, that the Rules ſer down in the Paper, are not 


half ſo great as thoſe already appointed by the Act, it every man paid his ll due. 
And it is not to be {uppoled, thar rne Coffee-men deligned, by their Petition, to leſſen the Duty of the 


Exciſe ; but to make 1t more Equal, by changing it into an Tmpoſt. 

And if they pay no more than they ought to do by the Act, they have m reaſon to complain : And 
therefore they muſt acknowledge, that the Paper was Written with a deſzn of Falſe and Friendſhip to 
them, as well as out of Service to the Crown ; to Improve the Reyenue :o the RING, and render 
the Tax more Eaſy to the Subject.
